Urban Problems 
On Trip to India 
Are Ross Subject 

Dr. Eileen Ross who spent much 
of her time last year in Bangalor 
India, spoko to the Geographical 
Society yesterday on some of the 
urban problems she had met on 
her trip to India. 

■JSJ}g realized that the urban 
dwellers in India comprised only 
ten per cent of the population — 
a mere thirty-six million — but 
she thought that would be from 
the cities that many of India's 
future leaders would emerge. 

It was the spirit of the, people 
of India and their attitude towards 
their problems that most impress- 
ed her. « Slums had been cleared, 
planned towns fcu{lt (two room 
houses for workers) and Hard so- 
cial work was compulsory for Uni 
vcrsity students. 
There was also the problem of 
country "desperately in need of 
estern help, yet with a people 
sensitive to the erroneous concept- 
ions of Indian life harboured by 
many Western technicians. 

Dr. Ross warned against a ro- 
mantic Kiplingesque attitude to- 
wards India, yet her colored slides 
of graceful women in vivid colo- 
red saris belied her warnings. 

Underlying her whole talk was 
the idea of a people with so little 
doing so much in contrast with the 
inhabitants of Western urban 
commun itico with so much and yet 
who do so little.

! These lectures werè established by a generous gift from the late 
Dr. H. Beatty, who yvas chancellor of McGill University from 1920 
until his death in 1943. Through this gift the university is enabled 
each .year to invite a distinguished scholar to visit us and to dis- 
I cuss some one of the many great problems that confront us. 

Miss Ward has chosen as the 
title of her series, "East and 
West: Contrasts and Elements of 
Collaboration"; her lectures will 
deal with the practical problems 
of economic life, social organiza- 
tion," and cultural pattern, and 
Will thus complement the memo- 
rable .series delivered in 1954 by 
Sir Sarvepalli Radhakrishnan, 
who, it will be recalled, discussed 
the problems of East and West 
wholly in terms of philosophy and 
religious thought , 

Barbara Ward is one of the 
best-known economists of our 
time. Educated, at Somerville Col- 
lege, Oxford University, where in 
1035 she took an Honours degree 
in philosophy, politics and econo-

ACT, BEFORE 

"Promise and Problems of Atomic Power", 
the topic of discussion in the first session of the 
Herald Tribune Conference held in New York 
last Sunday night, brought to Jight an important 
educational difference that now exists between 
the United States and the USSR. The question 
arose out of the panel discussion on atomic 
energy for peaceful use. 

It was agreed that in order to maintain the 
standard of living that now exists in highly dev- 
eloped countries such as ihe United States, and, 
also, in order to raise to a comparable level the . 
standard of living in less advanced countries, 
atomic energy would have to be utilized.i . This 
development would necessarily require the ser- 
vices of many trained and specialized scientists. 

Is the United States prepared to meet this 
demand? Dr. Victor Weisskof f, professor of phy- 
sics at the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, was not at all certain: 

Weisskoff pointed out that the percentage 
of good students enrolled in courses leading to 
a career in scientific research has decreased at • 
. the dawn of the atomic revolution, and, though 
their number has remained constant, it may 
prove inadequate to meet the needs of the atomic 
age. He blamed this state of affairs on 
the lack of properly trained teachers and the 
low teacher's salary scale. Students, he said, 
should be encouraged to become scientists while 
still on the preparatory school level. 

The picture in the USSR, as painted by V. S. 
Emelyanov, is radically different. The .adviser to 
the Russian delegation to the tenth session of 
the General Assembly stated that applications 
totalling six times the number of available open- 
ings in the universities are received each year 
for training in the sciences and research. As a 
result, he" added, only students with first class

ratings are even considered for admission., He 
predicted no shortage of Russian scientists in 
the future. . 

The reason for this apparent overflow of 
science students in Russia can be traced to the 
social structure that exists there. Scientists 
hold positions of considerable prestige and are 
paid accordingly. .It is a worthwhile ambition, 
to be a scientist, from all points of view. 

Jn America, on the other hand, the financial 
returns are meager. The community prestige, 
except for the very brilliant of scientists, is not 
sufficient to make it a sought after career. 
Parents and teachers do not encourage their 
children to become scientists, and consequently 
the field is left to the dedicated few. Though 
these probably make the greatest individual 
contributions to the field, their limited number 
makes rapid advancement less likely. 

The situation in Canada is similar. Pro- 
fessors in universities are underpaid, and receive 
only slightly larger salaries 'in industry. It is 
considered 'better to be a bank president or a 
successful' businessman than a scientist. 

In the United States, Industry has come to 
recognize the trend and is taking some cor- 
rective measures. High school teachers are be- 
ing employed durjng the summer months in or- 
der that they might be better prepared to direct 
students to careers in science. Large grants are 
being given to universities for research and sa- 
lary increases," and many scholarships are being 
offered to students going into scientific fields. 
Canada, in most activities, has usually followed 
the United States' example a number of years 
later. Here is a case where the outcome is evi- 
dent. It is time for the Government and Indus- 
try to sit up and take notice and curb the move- 
ment' before the advancement of 'science is ap- 
preciably stalled.

A serious menace stalks our land, invading 
and corroding the minds of men. 

It is the fear of being different. The fear of 
speaking or thinking unusual thoughts.. 

This insidious fear is being perpetrated in 
such cases as the guilt-by-association ones in- 
volving Landy and the suspicion of men like 
Owen Lattimore, who dared to speak his mind 
and to see two sides of a question. 

It is the sort of thing that leads the mayor 
of Baltimore to publish a list of undesirable, books 
which he would like to see banned from the Bal- 
timore book stores. 

It is evident when professors - tell their 
classes that there are two sides to every question 
except Communism that is wholly , bad. State : 
ments such as these forestall any sort of study 
of just exactly makes Communism seem attract- 
ive to people of other nations. 

Statements such as these build one more rung 
to the ladder of close-mindedness which we are 
creating for ourselves in this country. 

It is up to us as college students to see that 
our minds remain open, that we not suspect a 
man simply because, like Lattimore, he attempt- 
ed to explain some of the reasons why Asian, 
countries were attrocted by Communism. Or 
men like Landy just because he happened to be 
associated with his mother. Here in the United 
States men's minds' must be open, or democra- 
cy, fails, for democracy depends o n each man

being informed, and men will not be informed 
if they are afraid to think. 

We must believe in the preaching of Thomas 
Jefferson when he said that truth in the mar- 
ket place would defeat untruth if % they could 
stand face to face and battle. 

If we allow ourselves to become afraid that 
something we say or do may be suspect, we are 
helping our nation to become as bad as a com- 
munistic one,* for we will be dealing with fascism. 

It always seems that such things are not pos- 
sible. But if' we keep on suspecting people for 
having suspect mothers,' we can grow into ac- 
.cepting the reporting of parents by children,, of 
brothers by sisters, just as "Hitler so effectively 
demonstrated. No longer will men be judged as 
individuals, which is the basis of democracy. 

We are thankful that there is yet opposition 
to such practices. Landy has been granted a 
commission 'and Lattimore has been cleared, but 
only afjer long and torturous debate over ques- 
tions which should never have been asked in a 
democratic nation. 

We hope that, as college students, given the 
opportunity of higher and broader learning, this 
student body will fight to remain a part of the 
still democratic group that believes in free in- 
quiry, and does not sink into the morass of fas- 
cist preaching that is rampont in our country 
today.

of Christianity

I was raised as a non-denominational Christian and taught that 
as a Christian I belonged to the most civilized group of people on 
earth. But I was also ten when Germany sent her armies across the 
Czech border. It became increasingly difficult for me to believe 
that line about being civilized. We just aren't, and that is all there 
is to it. When the Allied armies invaded France I was already un- 
equivocally committed to the belief that man is yet a barbarian 
who will only achieve, civilization through hard work. 

Heretical thoughts began to ' ~ ~~ " 

"protective arrest" which set up 

the ghettos, endless papal restric- 
tions such as Innocent Ill's cancel- 
lation of their money lending pri- 
vileges, his edict forcing Jews to 
wear "a badge of infamy." All 
kinds of Good Christians justified 
this treatment. 1 quote St. Tho- 
mas Aquinas: "Since the Jews are 
the slaves, of -the Church, she can 
dispose of their possessions." 
Ancient Brainwashing 
Massacres and individual mur- 
ders are too numerous to name. 
In England we have 18 murdered 
and 73 imprisoned for the suppos- 
ed ritual murder of Christians 
(1256), 283 Jews executed in 1278, 
the masacres at Lynn and Stam- 
ford and York, and in 1290 the 
expulsion of all the Jews, a few 
hundreds of which were cheerful- 
ly drowned in the English Chan- 
nel. The incredible Continental 
massacres have continued right up 
to the present day. For an in- 
troduction to this grisly subject 
I recommend "The Cremation of 
the Strasbourg Jewry" by Jacob 
von Konigshofen (1349). During 
the Black Plague some Jews were 
tortured (in Switzerland) till 
they "confessed" to poisoning 
wells. Presently, when the news 
got around, Jews were being toss- 
ed on bonfires from the Mediter- 
ranean into Germany. Hitler did 
not invent Jew killing; Christians 
did. Hitler, being a man of small 
mentality, was unable to shake off 
his Christian heritage and went 
about this ancient Christian sport 
with 20th Century efficiency. 

Then we have the Church, 
pledged not to shed blood, 
launching the bloody crusades 
wherein crusaders attacked 
Christian and heathen alike. 
Watch the holy Christian sol- 
diers pour into Jerusalem, 
slaughtering men and women, 
rejoicing that they have fulfill- 
ed their pledge to Jesus. 

I won't mention tens of thous- 
ands of witches burned alive. They 
were only women. 

Bloody Dark Ages 
Let us move from the bloody 
Dark Ages into the bloody Ago of 
Light. Here is an interesting 
scene of Protestant murdering. 
Protestant and Catholic, or Ca- 
tholic murdering Protestant, and 
of everybody murdering Jews. 
Things did not even start to get 
better until scienco began to put 
Christian fervor on tho defensive. 

Christian apologists say that 
these were not the acts of , real 
Christians. I say that they were and 
in a coming article I want to show 
that Christian brutalities were 
and are born not from man's 
"baso inBtincta" but from Christ- 
ian morality. 



plague me. If Christendom was 
so spiritually diseased perhaps 
this was because it had caught 
the disease from Christianity, 
for it was an undeniable fact 
that Christianity held tho moral 
leadership of the West. Or was 
the disease caused by tho re- 
jection of Christianity that be- 
gan in the eighteenth century? . 
No. A brief check through history 
revealed to me that the west- 
ern world reached its height of 
callousness when the Christian 
church was strongest. Christian 
history is an absolutely incre- 
dible tale of CONTINUOUS 
brutality and massacre. I state 
this flatly; the communists 
would have to hang around for 
a thousand years to match atro- 
city with us gentle Christians. 

A Heritage Of Brutality 
It begins way back. Consider the 
case of the (heretic Priscillian 
(885) iwho-was officially tortured 
and executed with six of bis fol- 
lowers, an act which is justified 
in the writings of St. Leo end 
approved of as recently as 1522 
by Pope Hadrian VT. 

Chirstian treatment of heretics 
bas been appalling. Look up *he 
Albigensions who were slaughter- 
ed by tbe thousands without much 
discretion, men, women, and chil- 
dren, under the orders of innocent 
Pope Innocent III, Look up the 
Waldensians. Look up a few hun- 
dred other sects and individuals. 
Besides the commonplace 
burning alive we have such 
amusing acts as the de-breast- 
ing of female heretics, the toss- 
ing of children off cliffs, the 
maiming with red hot irons, et 
cetera, much of which Was done 
under the supervision of the 
church. We have such kind 
hearted men as St. Louis say- 
ing, "The layman, when he 
hears any speak il) of the 
Christian faith, should defend 
it not with words but with the 
sword, which he should thrust 
into tho other's belly as far as 
it will go." Wo have the chill- 
ing .INQUISITOR'S DIRECT- 
ORY of the Dominican Eymeric 
(1360) published with papal ap- 
proval as late as 1581. 'But if 
having been tortured reason- 
ably, ho will not confess the 
truth, set other sorts of torment 
before him . . ." The cold 
blooded instructions to the 
Christian torturers are horrible 
to read. It contains such inter- 
esting niceties as the prohibi- 
tion of the torturing of a preg- 
nant woman until after she has 
given birth. 

A typical example of Christian 
love and mercy is tho story of 
the European Jews — blood, con- 
fiscation, pillage, blood . . . True, 
we have such Papal Bills as the 
one written by Gregory X in 1272 
for tho protection of tho Jews who 
were being murdered for suppose- 
dly drinking Christian, blood, but 
on tho other hand wo have papal

The orchestra was under the 
direction of Pierre Monteux, a 
venerable jolly gentleman of 
over eighty, who con remember 
back to 1912 when he conducted 
in Paris the world premiere of 
"The Rites of Spring" by' Igor 
Stravinsky, one of the most fa- 
mous succès de scandale in nil 
music's history; that 1912 au- 
dience had felt itself outraged 
at the work and dismissed quick- 
ly any urge it might have ex- 
pcrienccd to conceal its dis- 
approval. At any rate, I hap- 
pened, two days before Wednes- 
day evening, to sec Mr. Mon- 
tcaux on the street. Amid the 
hooting of Sherbrooke St. he 
looked merely on old, happy 
man, fat, roly-poly, perhaps 
five feet four inches in height, 
a bloodhound (hia eyes are 
enormous) with a drooping white 
mustache. But the man is 
more than his appearance, as I 
saw on concert night (besides, 
I Hhudder to contemplate the 



state of preservation in which I 
shall find myself in my eight- 
ieth year). Once on the po- 
dium Mr. Monteux conducted 
the orchestra with a minimum 
of gesture, nn optimum of con- 
trol. 

Beethoven's Eighth 
The concert opened with a per- 
formance of Beethoven's Eighth 
Symphony, that extraordinary 
piece of good fun which Beetho- 
ven composed just before the ti- 
tanic, serious works of his last 
period. This symphony is • four 
movements of spoofing, of charm- 
ing melody, and the orchestra's at-

Up at the library the other day 
we were browsing through .some 
old volumes of the Daily, pretty 
old ones os a matter of fact. They 
were the first two volumes of the 
Daily ever published: 1011-1012 
and 1012-1918. The football cove- 
rage especially caught our fancy. 

Those were the days of the two- 
bucka-and-a.kick era when more 
than half the Rame consisted of 
kicking, and returning those kicks, 
in most cases also via the boot. 
Those were the days when" the 
strength of a team was mcasur- 
ed by the ability of its half-backs 
to catch and kick a football, and 
by the speed with which its out- 
side wings (ends) got under those 
kicks. Bruising forwards (line- 
men) end hard-bucking (plung- 
ing) backf ielders were also - at a 
prime. Those were the days 'when 
A) the forward pass was an oddity, 
merely a trick play. 

The seasons of 1911' and 1012 
presented the Red and White root- 
ers a series of hopes and frustra- 
tions culminated, however by ul- 
timate success. Theso two seasons 
showed quite clearly McGill's po- 
sition attitude, and policy towards 
football in those days; a policy in 
some respects similar to present 
^ day practice at the University, and 
in other respects quite dissimilar. 

Let us trace the two seasons, for 
comparison as well as for general 
interest. " . 

Good Prospects 
At the beginning of the 1011 
football season the prospects for 
a winning team looked very pro 
mising for McGill. They had a 
speedy backf ield, and a very good 
kicker by the name of BUUngton. 
The line looked a trifle weak, but 
that fact did not seem to cause 
any real concern. 

Things looked even brighter af- 
ter the Red and White trounced 
R.M.C. of -Ottawa, 20-5, in the 
season opener. The league then 
consisted of Ottawa, Toronto, 
Queens and McGill. Despite the 
decisive victory, the McGill line 
came in for much critism in the 
onday story after the Saturday 
game. The Backf ield, and espe- 
cially Billington and a speedy half- 
back by the name of Murray, were 
praised to the hilt. 

McGill's football fortunes took 
a turn for the worse on the fol- 
lowing Saturday when they met 
their sworn rivals and perennial 
obstacle to the championship. Tor 
onto Varsity. The Blues won by 



a score of 18 - 11, despite Billing, 
ton's great kicking for the sbcond 
weak in a row, and some spirited 
running by Murrny. 

McGill, however, was not yet 
out of the championship race, and 
in fact looked like a very strong 
force to be reckoned with seven

This Itcd victory set the stage 
for the crucial contest the week 
after, Toronto at McGill. McGill 
Just about had to win this gamo in 
order to have any chance at all for 
the championship. Heavy money 
was wagered on the game, and the 
odds slightly favoured McGill 
They had a faster backfield and 
ends, and their line had improved 
considerably. Moreover, they were 
now In top shape. "King" Clancy 
was quoted in the Daily as pre- 
dicting a clear cut victory for Me 
Gill. But this simply wasn't to 
be McGill's year. The Red team 
put up a valiant try but couldn't 
1 astout as Toronto came from be- 
hind in the last quarter to squeeze 
out a 26-22 win. This defeat all 
but put McGill out of the* race 
Only a slim chance remained if, 
and this was a pretty big "if 
either Queens or Ottawa could 
beat Varsity. 



Even this possibility, however, 
was ruled out the very next Sat- 
urday, when a dispirited nnd ra- 
ther disorganized McGill team lost 
to the fighting Golden Gaels. It 
seems that the attitude towards 
loosing team in 1011 was not 
far removed from the similar at- 
titude in 1955. The Monday issue 
after the , Saturday defeat was 
overflowing with criticism. Never- 
theless- the criticism was of a 
constructive type. It was well di- 
rected, and in the long run it 
brought results. The trouble in 
1911 was a different one than that 
of 1955, but it was tackeled real- 
isticaly, and the problem was sol- 
ved to the satisfaction of every 
one. • , 

We should like to quote part of 
the editorial of the Monday, Nov. 
6, 1911: "Every year we have 
been content to sit back and la- 
ment that our team has failed' the 
championship through lack of 
coaching and insisted on the fact 
that our only chance of success 
lies in securing a man who will 
take sole charge of the team and 
make it his one aim and object to 
turn out a winner ... We un- 
doubtedly do not take advantage 
of the material which is thrust 
upon us by a benevolent and al- 
together too ( kind providence." 

McGill's problem to-day of 
course i\ not the coaching, but 
rather . adequate depth of top 
notch material. But we do not 
intend to discuss this problem 
here.* Nevertheless we would like 
to point out the rapidity nnd real- 
ism with which McGill solved its 
particular football problem. 
1912 

The 1912 season dawned again 
with a promise of wonderful ma- 
terial but this time there was ad- 
ded to this array of stars a coach 
worthy of the beat. Ho was the 
great Frank Shaughnessy, a for- 
mer Notre Dame star and a coach 
of exjerience in the U.S.
